Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  6  cases  of  measles  all  under  4  years  of  age  and 
2  cases  of  pulmonary  T.B.  in  males  both  aged  over  55  years 

Additionally  we  had  a  visit  in  May  from  the  Mass  X-ray  Unit. 

At  the  Wansbrcugh  Paper  Company  187  males  and  25  females  were  X-rayed 
with  5  males  v/ho  had  abnormalities  detected;  1  of  healed  T.B;  2  with 
bronchitis;  1  cardiac  lesion  and  1  lung  infection. 

On  the  Esplanade  86  males  and  146  females  were  X-rayed.  4  males 
and  5  females  had  abnormalities  detected,  2  males  and  2  females  with 
healed  T.B.  1  male  under  supervision,  2  females  with  cardiac  lesions,, 

1  female  with  lung  infection  and  1  male  with  bronchiectasis 

No  problems  were  encountered  with  the  water  supply,  the  ice-cream 
samples  or  the  visiting  ships. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  District 
Nurses  for  their  very  valuable  share  in  maintaining  the  health  of  our 
community.
